In the first issue of "The Common­ 
er" after the St. Louis convention 
Mr. Bryan makes a statement with 
reference to the Democratic national 
ticket and platform.

Parker in the paper.

"A Democratic victory will mean 
very little, if any, progress on eco­ 
nomic questions so long as the party 
is under the control of the Wall street

"On the trust question the Demo­ 
cratic platform is very much better 
than the Republican platform, but the 
nomination of Judge Parker virtually 
nullifies the anti-trust plank. •

“So far as the labor questions are 
concerned we must await Judge Par­ 
ker’s letter before we shall know 
whether the laboring man has any­ 
thing to expect from his election. The 
labor plank as prepared by Judge 
Parker’s friends on the sub committee 
was a straddling, meaningless plank. 
In the full committee planks were 
adopted In tovor of arbitration, the 
eight-hour day. and against govern­ 
ment by injunction; also a plank on 
the Colorado situation. 
If Judge Par­ 
ker is silent or ambiguous on these 
subjects it will mean that the finan­ 
cial Influence back of him will not 
permit him to take the labor side on 
these disputed questions. 
"On the tariff question some little 
progress may be noped for, but the 
Parker men on the committee were 
nearly all in favor of a very conserv­ 
ative tariff plank, and It remains to 
be seen whether Judge Parker will 
carry out the

Cheap Gravel Road. 


Clinton county has been treated to j 
an innovation in the way of gravel 
road building and the lead taken by 
Kersey & Beck, thecontractors, prom ­ 
ises to work a revolution in roadi 
building in Indiana. 
This firm has taken a contract to 
build seventeen miles of gravel road 
east of Colfax and all of the gravel to ; 
be hauled by steam. 
The woric has al­ 
ready begun aDd not a horse or a 
shovel appears on the job. 
The company has laid a railroad 
from the gravel pit to the farthest end j 
v. f «he road, has built flatcars and fit­ 
ted traction steam engines with flanges 
to puli the train s of gravel. 
The company is now runniag two 
trains daily and another will be plac­ 
ed in commission 
next week. 
E a 3 h ! 
train is made up of twenty cars, each ; 
ca r haying a capacity of fifty yards of 
gravel. 
Ail the timber was sawed out at the 
saw mills owned by the contractors 
and the engines are those used by 
them in their saw mills and threshing 
outfit. 
The track is laid just inside the 
fence along the highway, the right of 
way having been obtained of farmers 
along the line f o r a reasonable con-; 
sideration. 
W hen the place of gravel ! 
road building is reached the 
track 
run in the center of the grade and as 
fast as the gravel is dumped the track 
is taken ui>. 
At the pit Mr. Kersey 
has a steam shovel of his own con-j 
struction in operation for scooping 
the gravel iDto the cars. 
The company has contracted this 
”oad at $1,700 a mile, which is about 
$300 less than the lowest bid by con- 
tractors with teams.

road is finished they have fifty miles ' 
more in sight in the same vicinity.
